•  Plan  group  visits  to  your  Senators  and 
Representative  at  home  offices  when 
Congress  is  in  recess.  Include  people 
from  other  organizations.  Focus  on  one 
issue — two  at  most.  Know  the  back¬ 
ground  of  your  issue  and  something  of 
your  members’  interests  and/or  voting 
record.  Be  positive,  succinct,  specific. 

•  Ask  to  receive  your  legislators’ 
newsletters,  and  be  sure  to  return  the

Agree  on  specifics:  four 
letters  by  July  4,  a  letter  to  the  editor  on 
the  President’s  budget,  response  within 
five  days  to  Action  Alerts  on  your  issues. 
Help  each  other  to  keep  the  commit¬ 
ment. 

•  Do  some  homework.  Review  the 
Aug. -Sept.  Voting  Record  Newsletter. 
Read  about  your  area  and  its  delegation 
in  the  Almanac  of  American  Politics 
(published  by  E.P.  Dutton,  New  York). 
Keep  current  on  legislative  activity  with 
Congressional  Quarterly’s  Weekly  Re¬ 
port.  (Ask  your  library  to  obtain  both,  if  it 
doesn’t  already  have  them.) 

•  Send  for  help.  Write  to  FCNL  for 
“How-to”  pamphlets:  “Write  a  Letter  to 
the  Editor,”  “Work  in  Politics,”  “Visit  a 
Member  of  Congress,”  “Write  Members 
of  Congress  and  the  President,”  “Work 
for  the  Congressional  Candidate  of  Your 
Choice,”  “Organize  an  Action  Network” 
(first  copy  free,  additional  copies  5(t  each, 
bulk  rates  available). 

•  Pause.  Let  your  spiritual  values  infuse 
your  efforts.
